The 
decrease in the proportion of work- 
ers engaged in agriculture from 87 
percent in 1820 to 26 percent in 
1920 is a concrete expression of this 
efficiency. In spite of this decrease 
in the proportion of workers engager 
in argicultnre, 
American 
farmers 


produce enough food and clothing 
for the nation and a" large surplus 
for export." 


This is one reason why the cor 


iporaition, which has made indmdua 
enterprise a practical impossibility 
in many industrial fields,-has neve 
Jjeen able to. overcome the .farme: 
who is more efficient than the large 
scale producer.
